Final Debate Shifts From Policy-Focused to Personal

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Threat¬ 
ening to upend a funda¬ 
mental pillar of American 
democracy, Donald Trump 
refused to say Wednesday 
night that he will accept 
the results of next month's 


election if he loses to Hillary 
Clinton, 

The Democratic nominee 
declared Trump's resis¬ 
tance " horrifying," 

Trump had spent the days 
leading up to the third 
and final presidential de¬ 
bate warning voters that 
the election would be 


"rigged." Asked whether 
he would accept the out¬ 
come if Clinton emerges 
victorious, he said, "twill tell 
you at the time. I'll keep 
you in suspense." 

The Republican National 
Committee immediately 
disavowed Trump's state¬ 
ment. There is no evidence 


of widespread voter fraud, 
and election officials across 
the country have denied 
and denounced Trump's 
charges. 

Trump’s assertions raise the 
prospect that millions of his 
supporters may not accept 
the results on Nov. 3 if he 
loses, thrusting the nation 


into uncharted territory. 
Free and fair elections, with 
the vanquished peacefully 
stepping aside for the vic¬ 
tor, have been the under¬ 
pinning of American de¬ 
mocracy since its founding 
240 years ago.

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US general: Mosul battle could last months 


US warns 'overwhelming' response 
to any use of nukes by North Korea

WASHINGTON {AP} — The 

fight for Mosul launched 
this week toy Iraqi security 
forces supported by ITS. air 
power and advisers, could 
take months and is likely 
to feature periods of fierce 
combat, the commander 
of U.S. forces in the Middle 


East said Wednesday, 

Army Gen, Joseph Vo tel 
commander of U.S. Central 
Command, said the dura¬ 
tion of the battle will be 
determined in pari by how 
the Islamic State group re¬ 
acts and adjusls la the un¬ 
folding Iraqi offensive. He 
noted that the extremist 
group has had more than 
two years to prepare its de¬ 
fenses in and around the 
sprawling Tigris River city. 
The mililants thus far have 
put up significant resis¬ 
tance in villages surround¬ 
ing Mosul, They have sent 
trucks loaded with explo¬ 
sives careening toward the 
front lines and fired mortars 
to slow the Iraqi forces' 
advance since Monday. 
Iraqi soldiers are in the lead 
combat role: the U.S, is sup¬ 
porting them with a variety 
of aircraft, artillery and ad¬ 
visers but the Pentagon has 
said repeatedly that none 
of the Americans are on 
the front lines. 

Speaking at the Center for 


American Progress, a Wash¬ 
ington think tank, Votel said 
Iraqi officials have publicly 
spoken of the Mosul battle 
lasting for weeks or months. 
He said he is comfortable 
with the Iraqis' timeframe 
and said it was important to 
credit the Islamic Slate with 
being an adaptive enemy 
capable of adjusting to set¬ 
backs. 


"I’ll give you an example,” 
he said. "The operation 
we did to Manbij, in north¬ 
ern Syria, took about 71 
days to complete, from 
star! to finish/' That was 
completed in August. Votel 
noted that another key ob¬ 
jective in Syria— Raqqa, 
the self-proclaimed IS capi¬ 
tal — is about Ihree times 
the size ot Manbij. 

"Mosul is about Ihree times 
the size of Raqqa,” he said, 
suggesting that Mosul could 
be orders of magnitude 
harder than either Manbij 
or Raqqa. There had been 
speculation that offensives 
to retake Raqqa and Mosul 
might happen simultane¬ 
ously, Ask about that, Votel 
repeatedly stressed the im¬ 
portance oFwhal he called 
"simultaneous application 
of pressure," 

"I think it's exlraordinarily 
important and we are cer¬ 
tainly attempting to da 
that," Votel said. “I think 
what we've seen is when 
we apply pressure on the 


Islamic State forces, they 
do squirt out, they try to 
go to other locations, they 
move leaders, they move 
the bulk of their forces, they 
try to relocate some of their 
operations." 

He said the U,S. and its co¬ 
alition partners could re¬ 
spond to that in various 
ways, including directing 
airstrfkes at IS fighters seek¬ 


ing to move from Mosul to 
Raqqa. 

"I think il r s extraordinarily 
important to apply pres¬ 
sure in many areas, Iraq 
and Syria, 11 he added. 
Separately, another U.S. 
general said Islamic Stale 
fighters are likely to put up 
a stiff defense of Mosul but 
eventually lose their grip 
and morph into on insur¬ 
gency. 

Maj. Gen. Gary Volesky, 
commander of U.S. and 
coalition land farces in Iraq, 
said this transition from con¬ 
ventional combat lo coun¬ 
ter-insurgency is deemed 
so predictable that the U.S. 
training regimen for Iraqi 
security forces is already 
being adjusted to prepare 
them for insurgent threats. 
Volesky, speaking to re¬ 
porters at the Pentagon via 
video link from his head¬ 
quarters In Baghdad, also 
disclosed that U.S. Army 
Apache heficoplers have 
entered the battle far Mo¬ 
sul, □

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

United Stales warned 
Wednesday that any at¬ 
tack on American allies or 
use of nuclear weapons by 
North Korea would be met 
with an "overwhelming" 
U.S, response as it sought 
to reassure close ally South 
Korea that the U.S. has its 
back. 

The statement by Defense 
Secretary Ash Carter come 
as top U.S. and South Kore¬ 
an diplomats and military 
officials met, weeks after 
Norlh Korea's most power¬ 
ful nuclear fesl explosion 
to date, and days after its 
failed tesl launch of a bal¬ 
listic missile — one of more 
than 20 such tests this year 
alone. 

The flurry of activity has 
deepened concern aver 
the North's progress to¬ 
ward having a nuclear 
warhead it can mount on 
a long-range missile. 

The two sides discussed 
steps to strengthen the 
so-called "extended de¬ 
terrence'' provided by 
U.S, nuclear forces in de¬ 
fending South Korea and 
agreed to begin a high- 
level dialogue about it, 
Seoul Is looking to allay 
calls from conservatives 
at home who want South 
Korea to develop its own 
nuclear arsenal, 

"The U.S. commitment to 
the defense of South Ko¬ 
rea is unwavering. This in¬ 
cludes our commitment to 
provide extended deter¬ 
rence, guaranteed by the 
full spectrum of U.S, de¬ 
fense capabilities," Carter 
said in opening remarks. 
"Make no mistake, any at¬ 
tack on America or our ok 
lies will not only be defeat¬ 
ed, bu! any use of nuclear 
weapons will be met with 
an overwhelming and ef¬ 
fective response/ 1 he said. 
South Korean Foreign Min¬ 
ister Yun Byung-se said the 
Ihreal posed by North Ko¬ 
rea is "more grave than 
ever" and lhat the North is 
"nearing Ihe final stage of 
nuclear weapanfzation. 1 ' 
"North Korea's threal Is 
no longer confined to the 
Korean Peninsula and 
Norlheasl Asia. It's now a 
direct threat to the main¬ 


land U.S./ 1 he said after the 
talks. "The next few years 
will be the lipping point.” 
He said defense officials 
an Thursday would discuss 
the possibility of deploying 
U.S. "slrategic assets 11 to 
the South — an apparent 
reference fo permanently 
basing nuclear-capable 
planes or vessels there. 
Secretary of State John 
Kerry reiterated the U.S. 
will deploy "as soon as 
possible" a Terminal High 
Altitude Area Defense, or 
THAAD, a missile defense 
system intended fo pre¬ 
fect South Korea and the 
nearly 30,000 U.S. forces 
based there. 

The plans for THAAD have 
angered China and Rus¬ 
sia. which see it as a threat 
fo their own defense. 

Kerry called for every 
country to rigorously en¬ 
force U.N. sanctions on 
North Korea, which ore in¬ 
tended — bul hove failed 
— !o prevent its develop¬ 
ment of weapons of mass 
destruction. He said the 
inter naf tonal c o m m u n 1 ty 
needs to cooperate so the 
North "pays a price for its 
dangerous actions," 

The U.S, and China, which 
is the North’s traditional oily 
and main trading partner, 
are currenlty negolialing 
at the U.N. Security Coun¬ 
cil on tightening sanctions 
in response to the Sept, 
9 nuclear test. The U.S,. 
South Korea and Japan 
are considering addilfonal 
sanctions of their own. 
Kerry said the U.S, wonts 
to close a loophole in Ihe 
current U.N. sanctions al¬ 
lowing coal exports from 
North Korea lo support the 
livelihood of its people. 
Kerry said that provision 
was being abused and 
the "greatest amount" 
of coal and revenue has 
just passed between Chi¬ 
na and Noith Korea. 

The U.S. hopes that tighter 
sanctions can force im¬ 
poverished North Korea 
to return to long-stalled 
negotiations on providing 
aid in exchange for de¬ 
nuclearization, but there 
appears to be little pros¬ 
pect of their resumption 
because of Pyongyang’s 
determination to have nu¬ 
clear weapons.^

Wednesday's contest 
quickly shifted From a calm, 
policy-Focused Faceoff into 
a bitter and deeply per¬ 
sonal confrontation. Trump 
called Clinton a "nasly 
woman/' while the Demo¬ 
crat panned him as “unfit" 
la be commander in chief. 
Clinton, who began the 
debate with a lead in near¬ 
ly all battleground states. 
Forcefully accused Trump 
of favoring Russia's leader 
over American military and 
intelligence experts offer 
the Republican nominee 
pointedly refused to ac¬ 
cept the U.S. government's 
assertion that Moscow has 
sought to meddle in the 
U.S. election. She charged 
that Russian President 
Vladimir Pulin was backing 
Trump because “he'd rath¬ 
er have a puppet as presi¬ 
dent of the United States." 
Trump denied any relation¬ 
ship with Putin and said 
he would condemn any 
Foreign interference in the 
election, Bui he notably 
declined to back Ihe intel¬ 
ligence community's as¬ 
sessment that Russia was 
involved in the hocking of 
Democratic organizations. 
The Clinton campaign has 
said the FBI also is inves¬ 
tigating Russia’s involve¬ 
ment in the hacking of a 
fop adviser's emails. 

The 90-minute contest in 
Las Vegas came just under 
three weeks before Elec¬ 
tion Day and with early 
voting underway in more 
than 30 states. Trump has 
struggled to expand his 
support beyond his most 
loyal backers and must re¬ 
shape the race in its clos¬ 
ing days if he hopes to de¬ 
feat Clinton. 

The candidates clashed 
repeatedly over their dras¬ 
tically different visions For 
the nation’s future. Trump 
backed Supreme Court 
justices who would over¬ 
turn the landmark Roe vs. 
Wade ruling,, while Clinton 
vowed to appoint justices 
that would uphold the de¬ 
cision legalizing abortion, 
saying, "We have come 
loo far lo have that turned 
back now/ 1 

The businessman entered 
the final debate facing 
a string of sexual assault 


accusations from women 
who came forward after 
he denied in the previous 
contest that he had kissed 
or groped women without 
their consent. 

That Trump denial followed 
the release of a video of in 
which he's heard bragging 
aboul exaclEy that. 

Trump denied the accu¬ 


sations anew Wednesday 
night, saying the women 
coming forward "either 
want fame or her cam¬ 
paign did it." He falsely said 
the women's allegations 
had been debunked. 
Clinton said Trump “thinks 
belittling women makes 
him bigger. He goes af¬ 
ter their dignity, theii seif- 


swering a question about 
her husband T s infidelities. 
Trump pressed Clinton on 
immigration, accusing her 
of wanlfng an "open bor¬ 
ders 1 ' policy, a charac¬ 
terization she vigorously 
disputes. The Republican, 
who has called For build¬ 
ing a wall the length of the 


U,5.-Mexico border, sold 
that under a Clinton presi¬ 
dency, "People ore going 
to pour into our country/’ 
Clashing on trade, Trump 
said Clinton had misrepre¬ 
sented her position on the 
Trans-Pacific Partnership, 
noting that she had origi¬ 
nally colled it the "gold 
standard" of trade agree¬ 
ments. Clinton shot bock 
that once the deal was 
finished, it didn’t meet her 
standards, 

"I’m against it now. I’ll be 
against after the election. 
I’ll be against it when I’m 
president, 11 she said. 

Both were asked if they 
would consider tax in¬ 
creases or benefit cuts to 
supparl Social Security and 
Medicare programs. Trump 
said he would cut taxes 
and repeal and replace 
the Affordable Care Act, 
but he did not detail any 
plans for Social Security 
or other entitlement pro¬ 
grams. 

Clinton said she would put 
more money in the Social 
Security trust Fund through 
increasing taxes on the 
wealthy and other meth¬ 
ods and promised no! to 
cut benefits. □

MIAMI (AP) — Republican 
Sen. Marco Rubio is getting 
help from an unlikely quar¬ 
ter as he campaigns far re- 
election: the Democratic 
Party. 

The party's Senate com¬ 
mittee this week aban¬ 
doned Rubio's Democratic 
rival Rep. Patrick Murphy, 
yanking advertising off the 
expensive airwaves of the 
Sunshine State and send¬ 
ing the money to competi¬ 
tive races in smaller states 
where fundraising dol¬ 
lars go farther. The deci¬ 
sion leaves Murphy, who’s 
raised only about one-third 
as much as Rubro in recent 
months, largely on his own. 
And it has prompted o 
round of second-guessing 
from Democrats who ar¬ 
gue that Rubio is beatable, 
and that the party should 
not be helping him win a 
second term that could 
provide a perch for anoth¬ 
er presidential bid. 

"When Rubio decides to 
run for president again in 
four years, there’s going 
to be a whole lot of regret 


about these decisions be¬ 
ing made now," said Flor¬ 
ida Democratic stralegist 
Steve Sc hale. 

The decampment by 
the Democratic Senato¬ 
rial Campaign Committee 
comes at a strange time, 
just as things are looking up 


for Murphy. 

Senate polls in the state 
have tightened in recent 
weeks, and there are signs 
thal Florida Republicans 
aren't as enthusiastic to 
vote this year with Donald 
Trump as their presiden¬ 
tial nominee, For example, 


Democrats are doing bel¬ 
ter than expected in mail-in 
ballots. Murphy an Wednes¬ 
day wan the endorsement 
of The Miami Herald, which 
in the past has backed Ru¬ 
bio, and released a new 
ad with President Barack 
Obama speaking Spanish 


to urge Hrspantes to the 
polls. With Trump dragging 
down Republican candi¬ 
dates across the country, 
some here see o poten¬ 
tial path to victory not just 
for Democratic nominee 
Hillary Clinton, but also far 
Murphy, a second-term 
congressman with low 
name recognition. 
"Senator Rubio Is a fatally 
flawed candidate and ap¬ 
parently some of the ma¬ 
jor newspapers in Florida 
felt the same way, 11 said 
Jim Manley, a Democratic 
consultant in Washing Ion 
and former aide to Senate 
Minority Leader Harry Reid 
of Nevada. "I onty hope 
the DSCC is going to re¬ 
consider and start pouring 
money into the race, be¬ 
cause he’s beatable.” 

Reid said in an interview 
before Wednesday's presi¬ 
dential debate in Las Ve¬ 
gas that the DSCC doesn't 
have the money it takes to 
keep up ad buys in Florida, 
but he sard, ll we r ll just have 
to wait and see what hap¬ 
pens in the next week or so 
and find out how heavily 
we’re going to be involved 
there at the end, 11 □ 


Video: Dem activist bragged about disrupting Trump rallies

MIAMI (AP) — Conservative 
activist James O'Keefe has 
released secretly record¬ 
ed, selectively edited vid¬ 
eo footage thal includes a 
Democratic activist brag¬ 
ging about deploying trou¬ 
blemakers at rallies held 
by Republican presidential 
nominee Donald Trump. 
After O'Keefe began re¬ 
leasing videos this week, 
two Democratic operatives 
stopped working on the 
presidential race and both 
the Democratic Party and 


Hillary Clinton's campaign 
denounced the tactics 
described in the footage. 
Both said the activities de¬ 
scribed never took place, 
O'Keefe's group. Project 
Veritas, promised to release 
additional videos ahead of 
the Nov. Selection, 

The central character in the 
recordings is Scott Foval. 
a Wisconsin-based liberal 
operative. He is portrayed 
in the footage as boasting 
about his connections to 
the party and the Clinton 
campaign, and claiming to 
have arranged for people. 


including some who are 
mentally ill, to incite vio¬ 
lence at Trump rallies. 

"You con message to draw 
them out, and draw them 
out to punch you," Foval is 
shown on a video as say¬ 
ing, 

Foval also appears to say 
hired agitators should have 
their medical and legal 
bills covered, As with much 
of the video's content, it's 
impossible lo soy with cer¬ 
tainty what Foval meant, 
because the videos are 
edited In a way so that it's 
not clear what led to the 


comment. 

In a separate video, Foval 
muses to an undercover 
O'Keefe associate about 
how it would be easier to 
get away with voter fraud if 
out-of-state residents drive 
!o the polls in the targeled 
states in cars rather than 
being bused In by an orga¬ 
nizer, "So you can’t prove 
that it's en masse, so if 
doesn't lip people off," he 
says.There's no evidence 
presented in the video that 
anything Foval discusses as 
a theoretical has ever oc¬ 
curred. 


Foval told The Associat¬ 
ed Press in an email that 
O’Keefe's associates hod 
set him up. 

"This scheme la cast legiti¬ 
mate organizing activities 
as a sinister plol is nothing 
but a ruse, 11 he said, add¬ 
ing, "O’Keefe's crew of im¬ 
postors continued to walk 
down a path of deception 
and manipulation," 
O'Keefe and Project Veri¬ 
tas have a long track re¬ 
cord of targeting Demo¬ 
cratic groups, often by hid¬ 
ing their identities and using 
hidden cameras.Q

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — A 

powerful natural gas ex¬ 
plosion rocked a busy Port¬ 
land, Oregon, shopping 
district Wednesday, injuring 
eight people and igniting a 
Fire that sent ahuge plume 
of smoke over the heart of 
the city. 

Three firefighters, two po¬ 
lice officers and three ci¬ 
vilians were hurt, and one 
of the firefighters was still 
in surgery late Wednesday 
for a broken teg, fire Chief 
Mike Myers said a I a news 
conference. None of the 
injuries appeared So be life- 
threatening. A building that 
housed a bagel shop and 
a beauty salon in the pop¬ 
ular NW 23rd Street shop¬ 
ping district was reduced 
to rubble, and its smolder¬ 
ing roof was splayed across 
the road. The windows of 
a nearby building were 
blown out and debris was 
everywhere. Firefighters 
swarmed the scene and 
dumped water from lad¬ 
der trucks onto the smoking 
wreckage, 

NW Natural released a 
timeline saying the explo¬ 
sion occurred at 9:38 a.m. 


— a time when many busi¬ 
nesses were still closed. 

City officials said a catas¬ 
trophe was averted by 
speedy work from firefight¬ 
ers and police who re¬ 
sponded to a reported gas 
leak and cleared the area 
of people before the blast. 
“There are a lot of people 
alive 1 ' who might not be 
"but for the excellent work 
by our first responders/' 
Mayor Charlie Hales said. 
One young fire lieutenant 
in particular — the same 
one with the badly broken 
leg — made several critical 
decisions that likely saved 
lives, Myers said. 

Fire Lt. Peter St. John posi¬ 
tioned fire trucks and hoses 
in such a way that they 
were out of the blast zone 
and ran into the building 
to pull fire alarms when fire¬ 
fighters realized not every¬ 
one had evacuated as or¬ 
dered, Myers said, adding 
that the man was new to 
the fire department, 

"That man saved the lives 
of a lot of people today 
and a lot of firefighters," the 
chief said. Firefighfers also 
donned their air packs and 
masks before the blast, an 
unusual move for a routine 


gas leak call, but one that 
also prevented serious fa¬ 
cial injuries, he said, 
Portland's NW 23rd Street 
— nicknamed 'Trendy 
Third" — is packed with 
boutiques, bars and restau¬ 
rants. Many are on street 
level with pricey apart¬ 
ments on the upper levels 
and a day care facility in 


the vicinity. 

The utility said it gat a call 
at 8:55 a.m. saying a con¬ 
struction crew had hit a 
gas line. Authorities and 
utility workers responded in 
15 minutes and evacuated 
the building, NW Natural 
said in its statement. 

People in the neighbor¬ 
hood reported smelling gas 


as they were evacuated 
and later felt fhe explosion. 
The utility hasn't deter¬ 
mined whal caused the 
gas to ignite, but NW Natu¬ 
ral CEO David Anderson 
said it was a rare event that 
required a certain amount 
of ambient gas, an en¬ 
closed space and an igni¬ 
tion saurceO 


Santa Ana winds bring Southern California heat, fire danger

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Santa 
Ana winds gusted out of 
the mountains of Southern 
California on Wednesday,, 
driving up temperatures 
and fanning several small 
brush fires that erupted in 
the drought-stricken region. 
Firefighters aided by a 
squadron of water-drop¬ 
ping aircraft gat their first 
test of the Santa Ana sea¬ 
son with an overnight brush 
fire in hills above the Porter 
Ranch area of Los Angeles 
and held it in check al less 


than 30 acres, then battled 
similar fires above Granada 
Hills and Lake View Terrace. 
"It's getting very hot. very 
dry,” Las Angeles County 
fire Capl, Daniel Curry told 
reporters. "We've got all 
the elements," 
Temperatures hit the 80s 
and 90s in many areas, and 
the National Weather Ser¬ 
vice said Thursday would 
be even hotter, with some 
locations expected to 
reach 100 degrees. 

Near downtown Las Ange¬ 
les, conditions at Dodger 
Stadium were more like Au¬ 


gust than mid-October just 
hours before Game 4 of the 
National League Champf- 
onship Series. 

Dodgers ace Clayton Ker¬ 
shaw, who wasn’t sched¬ 
uled to pitch Wednesday 
night, did sprints on the 
warning track in shorts and 
a sleeveless top under a 
cloudless, 89-degree sky. 
The Chicago Cubs' Jon 
Lester, who will pitch Game 
5, said the heat wouldn't 
change the way he pitch¬ 
es, 

"It’s nice and not nice at 
the same time to pitch in 


this weather this time of 
year,” he said. "You think 
about playoff baseball, 
you think about it being 
cold and having to bundle 
up. 

But it's nice coming to 
Southern California and 
playing in some warm 
weather as well.” 

The dangerous Santa Anas, 
typical of fall in Southern 
California, triggered red 
flag warnings for fire dan¬ 
ger from coastal counties 
northwest of Las Angeles 
down to the Mexico bor¬ 
der. One gust was mea¬ 


sured at 67 mph in Santa 
Barbara County.

Attorney general leads criminal 
probe against Wells Fargo bank

SACRAMENTO, Calif, (AP) — California’s attorney gen¬ 
eral is conducting a criminal investigation into whether 
employees al San Francisca-based Wells Fargo bank 
stole customers' identities in the sales practices scan¬ 
dal that rocked the bank and cost its CEO his job, doc¬ 
uments released Wednesday show. 

A search warrant and supporting affidavit released 
by the state Department of Justice show that agents 
sought evidence related to allegations that bank em¬ 
ployees created up to 2 million bank and credit card 
accounts without customers’ approval in order to 
meet sates goals. 

The warrant, first reported by the Los Angeles Times, 
was served Oct. 5. Copies obtained by The Associ¬ 
ated Press under a public records request show Attor¬ 
ney General Kamala Horris' office sought the names 
of customers who had accounts opened without 1 heir 
permission, the names of employees who opened the 
accounts and their managers, and fees associated 
with the improperly opened accounts. 

“We can't comment on an ongoing Investigation, 1 ' 
Kristin Ford, a spokeswoman for the attorney general, 
said in an email, 

Wells Fargo spokesman Mark Folk said in an email that 
the bank is cooperating in providing the requested in¬ 
formation. 

Justice Department Special Agent Supervisor James 
H' 1 f said in a 14-page affidavit seeking the search war¬ 
rant that "there is probable cause to believe that em¬ 
ployees of Wells Fargo Bank unlawfully accessed the 
bank's computer system to obtain the Pill [personal 
identifying informalion] of customers." 

Employees then used Ihe illegally obtained informa¬ 
tion "to commit false impersonation and identity theft 
by opening unauthorized accounts, credit cards and 
various other products that resulted in the accumula¬ 
tion of fees and charges for Weils Fargo," Hirt sold. 
One Los Angeles customer was surprised fo learn last 
year that a Welts Fargo employee had opened a 
$ 10,000 line of credit linked to his accounts without his 
authorization, according to the affidavit 
Another was shocked when she and her husband be¬ 
gan receiving notices from the bank an payments they 
allegedly awed on three life insurance policies they 
had never purchased. 

Bank employees repeatedly opened and closed her 
bonk accounts, causing her to bounce checks and 
pay bank fees, 

A third found her money transferred from her checking 
account to a savings account without her permission. 
The 74-year-old woman also reported receiving mul¬ 
tiple bank credil-debit cords and being signed up for 
online banking without permission, 

The bank previously said it has fired about 5,300 em¬ 
ployees for improperly engaging in fraudulent ac¬

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

economic growth picked 
up a bit os summer ended 
and toll began, supported 
by modest hiring, an up¬ 
tick in consumer spending, 
and steady home building, 
according to the Federal 
Reserve. The Fed’s ’'Beige 
Book” survey of economic 
conditions in its 12 region¬ 
al bank districts, released 
Wednesday, found that 
growth was modest or 
moderate in eight districts, 
slight in three, and flat in 
She New York district. That’s 
on improvement from its 
September survey, which 
found that growth weak¬ 
ened in two districts and 
was unchanged in two. 
The mild improvement 
could encourage Fed poli¬ 
cymakers to lift short-term 
interest rates by their De¬ 
cember meeting. 

Hiring was steady across 
m ost of t he coun try, though 
there were layoffs at facto¬ 
ries in the New York, Phila¬ 
delphia, Cleveland and 
Richmond districts. Steady 
job gains lifted wages in 
most districts. 

The Beige Book's broad 
picture of a modestly im¬ 
proving economy is consis¬ 
tent with most economists' 
estimates that growth 
will quicken in the July- 
September quarter. The 
economy will likely grow 
at a roughly 2 percent to 
2.5 percent annual pace, 
most analysts forecast, 
Thai would be up from a 
tepid 1.1 percent pace in 
the first half of the year. 

The report is based on dis¬ 
cussions with business lead¬ 
ers in each region and will 
be considered at fhe Fed's 
next meeting Nov. 1-2, 
Wednesday's Beige Book

Super typhoon slams into northeastern Philippines

BINALONAN, Philippines 
(AP) — Super Typhoon Hai- 
ma slammed into the north¬ 
eastern Philippine coast 
late Wednesday with fero¬ 
cious winds and rain fhat 
rekindled fears and memo¬ 
ries from the catastrophe 
wrought by Typhoon Hai- 
yan in 2013. 

Haima, which has sus¬ 
tained winds of 225 kilo¬ 
meters (140 miles) per hour 
and gusts of up to 315 kph 
(195 rnph). made landfall 
at Penabfanca town in Ca¬ 
gayan province shortly be¬ 
fore midnight, weather offi¬ 
cials said. Many villages lost 


power and intense winds 
tore tin roofs off houses. 
“We can't go out because 
the wind is so intense, trees 
are being forced down," 
Councilor Elisa Arugay told 
DZMM radio from Camasi 
village in Penabtanca. 
Officials were concerned 
because the powerful ty¬ 
phoon struck at night and is 
expected to hit towns and 
cities amid power outages. 
After Cagayan, Haima is 
forecast to blow across the 
mountainous province of 
Apayao and then lash llo- 
cos Norte province before 
exiting into the South Chi¬ 
na Sea Thursday morning. 
The government's weath¬ 


er agency raised the the 
storm warning to the high¬ 
est level in six northern 
provinces, which meant 
that powerful winds could 
inflict “very heavy to wide¬ 
spread damage 11 and whip 
up storm surges of up to five 
meters [16 feet), enough to 
engulf shanties in many ru¬ 
ral communities, 

"We are possibly dealing 
with o typhoon that is even 
stronger than Typhoon 
Yolanda,'' said Executive 
Secretary Salvador Medf- 
aldea, referring to the lo¬ 
cal name far Haiyan, "We 
must, therefore, brace our¬ 
selves for the possible ef¬ 
fects of a typhoon of this 


magnitude," 

Many of the provinces are 
still recovering from power¬ 
ful Typhoon Sarika, which 
left at least two people 
dead and displaced tens 
of thousands of villagers 
last weekend. The region 
was spared from a major 
disaster due in part to the 
storm's speed, officials said. 
In Beijing, Philippine Presi¬ 
dent Rodrigo Duterte urged 
people in the typhoon's 
path to heed orders by di¬ 
saster agencies, including 
abandoning coastal com¬ 
munities prone to storm 
surges. Duterte is on a state 
visit to China and is to Fly 
home Friday, 


“We only pray that we be 
spared destruction such as 
Sn the previous post which 
brought agony and suffer¬ 
ing to our people, but we 
are ready, 11 Duterte said at 
a news conference. 

A massive evacuation was 
underway in the north¬ 
ern provinces, especially 
in landslide-prone towns 
which often become iso¬ 
lated due to toppled trees 
and mudslides. Thousands 
of villagers, helped by 
police and army troops, 
clambered on trucks with 
their children and bags of 
clothes, sleeping mats and 
cooking pots to be taken

RiO DE JANEIRO (AP) — The 

powerful former speaker 
of Brazil’s lower house who 
spearheaded the ouster of 
President Dilma Rausseff 
was arrested Wednesday 
as part of a sprawling graft 
probe involving stale oil gi¬ 
ant Petrobras, 

Federal deputy Eduardo 
Cunha, who until recently 
was a key ally of new Presi¬ 
dent Michel Termer, is ac¬ 
cused of corruption, mon¬ 
ey laundering and tax eva¬ 
sion related to an oilfield 
purchase that Petrobras 
made in 2011 in the west 
African nation of Benin, 
among a series of other 
charges, 

Prosecutors said in a state¬ 
ment that they .requested 
Cunha’s detention an the 
grounds that he represent¬ 
ed a threat to the integrity 
of the investigation and 
was a flight risk. They also 
asked for bank accounts 
he holds totaling more 
than $6D million to be fro¬ 
zen, 

Cunha was arrested in the 
capital Brasilia, and was 
taken to the southern city 
of Curitiba, where Judge 
Sergio Mora is presiding 
aver many of the Petrobras 
cases. In a statement, the 
former lawmaker said the 
arrest was “absurd." 

The ex-speaker faces multi¬ 
ple ongoing investigations 
and has been accused of 
accepting millions of dol¬ 
lars in bribes for himselF and 
other politicians. Cunha 
denies all the allegations 
and has said he is the tar¬ 
get of a witch hunt tar be¬ 
ing an adversary of Rous- 
seff’s Workers’ Party. 

Cunha launched im¬ 
peachment proceedings 
against Rousseff in Decem¬ 
ber when he was speaker 
of the Chamber of Depu¬ 
tes, accusing her of violat¬ 


ing budget rules. 

That led to a Senate vote 
to remove her from of free 
tn August. By that time, cor¬ 
ruption allegations already 
had forced Cunha was 
forced to resign as speak¬ 
er. Last month he was 
stripped of his congressio¬ 
nal seat — along with the 
legal protections against 
prosecution that come 
with elected office in Brazil. 
Cunha then began pub¬ 
licly criticizing Temer, his 
erstwhile ally, and Cabinet 
officials. 

He announced he would 
write a tell-all book about 
the impeachment with the 
first excerpts to be pub¬ 
lished in November. 
Analysts have said that if 
Cunha cooperates with 
prosecutors, he could po¬ 
tentially bring down others 
En the Petrobras case and 
create more headaches 
far the government,

At 
the time he said he wanted 
to confront the corruption 
allegations, which he de¬ 
nies, The governing Institu¬ 
tional Revolutionary Party, 
or PRI, has stripped Duarte 
of his party rights. 
Prosecutors have opened 
at least two investigations 
targeting the ex-governor 
for possible illegal enrich¬ 
ment, embezzlement and 
breach of public duty. 
Interior Secretary Miguel 
Angel Osorio Chong told 
Radio Formula earlier 
Wednesday that officials 
do not know where Duarte 
is but believe he is in the 
country because immigra¬ 
tion authorities have no re¬ 


cord of him deporting. 

Still, he said federal pros¬ 
ecutors were preparing a 
request for Interpol fo is¬ 
sue on in I ern at Iona I arrest 
warrant if he does leave. 
Duarte was last seen in the 
state capital of Xalapa, Os¬ 
orio Chong added.

Francisco Marquez imme¬ 
diately left the country un¬ 
der the terms oF his release 
on Tuesday. He was ar¬ 
rested in June while taking 
part in o nationwide recall 
campaign against Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Madura, Pros¬ 


ecutors said Marquez had 
nearly $3,000 in local cur¬ 
rency and was trying to fo¬ 
ment violence. His backers 
say the allegation is false 
and meant to intimidate 
government opponents, 
Marquez was arrested 
afong with a fellow activist 
from the Popular Will oppo¬ 
sition party. The other activ¬ 
ist, who has dual Spanish 
citizenship, was released in 
September and went into 
exile in Spain. 

Members of the opposi¬ 


tion cheered Marquez's 
release, but said the gov¬ 
ernment had succeeded 
in driving away two impor¬ 
tant opposition activists 
who had chosen to stay 
and fight far Venezuela at 
a time when many middle 
class young people have 
left, 

Marquez, a graduate of 
Harvard's Kennedy School 
of Government, had been 
working as chief of staff for 
an opposition mayor in Ca¬ 
racas. 


Thomas Shannon, the U.S, 
undersecretary of state 
far political affairs, visited 
Caracas over the summer 
and called an Madura to 
release Marquez and other 
jailed activists widely con¬ 
sidered political prisoners. 
Shannon has been trying to 
thaw retalions with Venezu¬ 
ela, and has made several 
trips to the South American 
country, so far with few in¬ 
dications of success.

Rose cleared in 
rape lawsuit

LOS ANGELES (APJ — NBA 

star Derrick Rose and 
two friends were cleared 
Wednesday in a $21,5 mil¬ 
lion lawsuit that accused 
them of gang raping his 
ex-girlfriend when she was 
incapacitated from drugs 
or alcohol. 

Jurors in Los Angeles fed¬ 
eral court reached the ver¬ 
dict in less than four hours 
after concluding there was 
a tack of evidence to sup¬ 
port the woman's claims 
and dismissing her account 
as unbelievable. 

"It fell like she was playing 
us/ r said a juror who would 
only give his first name as 
Jared. “The second her 
lawyer started questioning 
hen she would start cry¬ 
ing. I mean, granted, that 
could be realistic, but I feel 
I'm pretty good at read¬ 
ing people, and I felt as if it 
was false." 

Jared was among several 
jurors who spoke to report¬ 
ers outside the courthouse, 
none of whom gave their 
full names.

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Top soccer ref Howard Webb reveals how he endures OCD

LONDON (AP) — In his 

changing room before 
fhe 2010 World Cup final in 
South Africa, referee How¬ 
ard Webb wasn't comfort¬ 
able in his blue shirt. 

So he took it off. 

Put it back on. 

Took it off. 

Put if back on. 

Did this six times. 

Moments from the most 
important game of his life. 
Webb was struck down 
by another bout of ob¬ 
sessive-compulsive disor¬ 
der (OCD), a condition in 
which a person has obses¬ 
sive thoughts and compul¬ 
sive behavior. 

Webb kept the condition 
secret throughout a ca¬ 
reer that saw him referee 
the Champions League 
final and World Cup final 
in the same yean Fearing 
the harsh world of soccer 
would mark him dawn as 
mentally unsound. 

He has revealed the condi¬ 
tion in an autobiography, 
and told The Associated 
Press in a telephone inter¬ 
view that he didn't want to 
jeopardize his career. "You 
have to give the impres¬ 
sion of being an assured 
and confident person/' he 
said. 

In Johannesburg, as the 
Netherlands and Spain 
prepared for the World 
Cup final 

Webb was trying to get 
changed. He wrote: “I 
reached into my kit bag 
and grabbed my azure 
blue Adidas shirt. 

However as I pulled it on, a 
negative thought invaded 
my head, my anxiety lev¬ 
els rose and I took the top 
off again to erase that nig¬ 
gling feeling, 

“In the end it took me 
about six attempts to keep 
that bloody shirt on my 
back/ 1 

His mood wasn't improved 
by what happened an fhe 
field. In a dirty game full of 
nasty fouls, the ex-police- 
man showed the yellow 
card 14 times and the red 
card once, a record for a 
World Cup final. 

He also missed a vicious 
kick to the chest of an op¬ 
ponent by Netherlands 
player Nigel de Jong. 



version of Fight Night,,, be¬ 
tween Graham Poll and 
Mark Halsey," Webb wrote. 
He said: “Watching them 
trading personal insults and 
squaring up to each other 
was pretty un edifying," 
Both ex-referees have de¬ 
nied any such clash look 
place. 

While more and mare tech¬ 
nology was being intro¬ 
duced to help refs, Webb 
said footballing authorities 
needed to recognize that 
technology has its limits, 
"There has to be a clear 
acceptance thal it won't 
be the answer to every 
decision in fhe game," he 
said. 

Goal-line technology has 
proved a big success, but 
Webb was a less a fan of 
video technology. 

"Some decisions aren't 
right or wrong/' he said, 
"They're subjective deci¬ 
sions that should be made

Famous as much for his 
bald head as his referee¬ 
ing, Webb says the OCD 
began when he was a 
boy growing up In Rother¬ 


ham, east of Manchester in 
northern England. 

He noticed that sometimes 
he kissed his mother good¬ 
bye in the morning and a 
bad thought entered his 
head that something was 
going lo happen to her. So 
he would kiss her again - 
and again - until a positive 
thought about her entered 
his head and he could re¬ 
lax. 

His parents noticed the be¬ 
havior, but brushed if aside 
as "Howard's habits," 
Webb kept it from his foot¬ 
ball employers. 

"I could have Imagined 
some less-t ha n-sym pa¬ 

thetic person remarking, 
'Can we trust Webb on a 
football field? Or shall we 
hand that semifinal to a ref 
who’s, earn, not so flaky?'" 
Until he retired in 2014, 
Webb was England's top 
referee, 

and his autobiography re¬ 
veals a profession riven by 
in-fighting among the small 
group at elite refs who con- 
trol English Premier League 
games.

"ft was hard when it hap¬ 
pened, but I had to stick to 
the plan," he said. 

"The easiest decision would 
have been to pack up and 
go to Europe, My dream 
was atways to play on the 
PGA Tour, and I couldn't 
give up on my dreams. 1 
knew I had to work hard. I 
knew it wasn't going to be 
easy. 

The Web.com is tough.

TORONTO (AP) — A most 
unlikely pitching perfor¬ 
mance helped put a most 
unexpected team into the 
World Series. 

Cleveland rookie Ryan 
Merritt came out of no¬ 
where and coolly deliv¬ 
ered a lead to the Andrew 
Miller-led bullpen, and the 
Indians won their first pen¬ 
nant since 1997 by blank¬ 
ing Toronto 3-0 Wednes¬ 
day in Game 5 of the AL 
Championship Series. 
Cleveland, which has nev¬ 
er hosted a World Series 
opener, will play Game 
1 at Progressive Field on 
Tuesday night against the 
Chicago Cubs or Los An¬ 
geles Dodgers. 

Manager Teiry Franco 
na’s team will try to aug¬ 
ment what's already 
been a scintillating year 
in Cleveland after LeBron 
James and the Cavaliers 
earned Ihe city's first major 
pro sports championship 
since 1964, winning the 
NBA championship. The 
Indians' title drought dates 
to 1948."We always said 
if we could do it with this 
group it would be so spe¬ 
cial because this is as close 
to a family feet as you can 
get in a professional set¬ 
ting. So for that part of it. 
it is beyond feeling goad," 
Francono said. 


Miller, acquired from the 
New York Yankees in a mid- 
season trade, was selected 
the ALCS MVP as the Indi¬ 
ans took their sixth pen¬ 
nant, 

"I feel tike I've said the ward 
'special' a million times in 
the lost 20 or 30 minutes. 
But it’s the truth. It’s a blast 
to be a part of. 1 ' Miller said. 
With just II major league in¬ 
nings under his belt — and 
only one start, on Sept, 30 
— Merritt took the mound 
and looked just like a sea¬ 


soned vet. The 24-year- 
ofd lefty retired the first 
10 batters and allowed a 
mere two hits before being 
pufled after 4 1/3 innings, 

"I know they were counting 
on me,” Merritt so id, “Be¬ 
fore the game, they came 
and told me they had my 
back, everybody had my 
back, good or bad. So that 
takes same pressure off, 
and l just went out there 
and pitched and trusted 
my team/' 

Merritt gat taps an his 


heart and hat from team¬ 
mates when he left the 
mound. Then it was up to 
Cleveland's tireless reliev¬ 
ers to hold a three-run lead 
against the wild-card Blue 
Jays, Miller again did most 
of the heavy lifting, going 2 
2/3 innings before Cody Al¬ 
len worked the ninth for a 
save. Winning pitcher Bry¬ 
an Shaw tossed an inning 
before Miller came In, 
Carlas Santana and Coco 
Crisp hamered for the Indi¬ 
ans. 


With starting pitchers Car¬ 
las Carrasco. Danny Sala¬ 
zar and Trevor Bauer deal¬ 
ing with injuries, the Indians 
kept defying the adds. 
Cleveland overtook de¬ 
fending World Series 
champion Kansas City 
and topped a $196 mil¬ 
lion Detroit team to win 
the AL Central, then put an 
abrupt end la Big Pa pi's 
career, sweeping David 
Ortiz and the Boston Red 
Sox in the Division Series, 
The Indians stayed an a roll 
in the ALCS, shutling down 
the Blue Jays, Cleveland 
won despite hitting .168 in 
Ihe series, with slick-fielding 
shortstop Francisco Lin dor 
leading the way in go¬ 
ing 7 for 19. Toronto lost in 
the ALCS for the second 
straight yean “I’m sure 
there will be some disap¬ 
pointments and grumbling 
and complaining about 
how you fell short again, 
but that's not coming from 
me." manager John Gib¬ 
bons sold. "Because I know 
what these guys did, and I 
think it's a pretty goad ac¬ 
complishment, The key is 
we want to take that next 
step one of these days. 
Hopefully, it's next year." 
Merritt struck out three bat¬ 
ters in the first two innings 
— all looking “and didn't 
allow a baserunner until 
Josh Donaldson’s one-out 
single in the fourth, □ 


Miller’s Moment: Cleveland reliever chosen MVP of ALCS

TORONTO (AP) — MVP: 
Most Versatile Pitcher. 

The humble workhorse in 
a wipeout bullpen, An¬ 
drew Miller was selected 
AL Championship Series 
MVP after his latest splen¬ 
did performance in relief 
helped the Cleveland In¬ 
dians win their first pennant 
since 1997. Miller tossed 
2 2/3 scoreless innings in 
a 3-0 victory Wednesday 
over Toronto, capping a 
Five-game series in which 
the lanky left-hander over¬ 
powered the Blue Jays, 

He had one strikeout in 
Game 5 and finished the 
series with 14 — an ALCS 
record for a reliever. Miller 
gave up three hits in 7 2/3 
shutout innings against the 


Blue Jays and earned a 
save in Game 3, 

Now the Indians are on to 
the World Series for the sixth 
time — looking far their first 
championship since i948, 
Miller was acquired from 
the New York Yankees for 
a package of prospects in 
a July 31 trade, and Cleve¬ 
land had an interesting 
idea of how to use him. 
Rather than restricting him 
to a closer role or using him 
only in the eighth inning, 
the Indians have been flex¬ 
ible with Miller “ especially 
in the postseason. 
Whenever his learn has a 
Eead in the middle innings, 
the 6-foot-7 (2.01 meters) 
Miller begins looming large 
in the bullpen. 

Drafted sixth overall toy De¬ 
troit out of North Carolina 


in 2006, Miller was part of 
the blockbuster deal that 
sent Miguel Cabrera from 
the Marlins to the Tigers af¬ 
ter the 2007 season. Miller 
made 66 starts in the majors 
bul never fulfilled his prom¬ 
ise until switching to the 
bullpen. His frrst full season 
as a reliever — with Boston 
in 2012 — provided a hint of 
what was possible. 

Miller posted a 3.35 ERA in 
53 appearances that year, 
and the following season 
he overpowered hitters 
with 48 strikeouts in 30 2/3 
innings, AFter stops with Bal¬ 
timore and the Yankees, 
Miller ended up in Cleve¬ 
land, and the Indians had 
an unorthodox plan for his 
usage, "When they were 
upstairs in their meetings 
about the trade talks and 


they were talking about 
Andrew, they were actu¬ 
ally talking — and I was in 
there listening and doing 
some talking — just about 


how he would fil into a bull¬ 
pen and haw you could le¬ 
verage him, just like we are 
now,” manager Terry Fran- 
cona said. □

nis player Nick Kyrgios will 
be free to participate in 
an NBA celebrity game in 
February after being re¬ 
leased from his contra cl 
with an ATP evenl in the 
Netherlands, 

Richard Krajicek, the 1996 
Wimbledon champion 
and tournament director 
of the ANB Amro evenl in 
Rotterdam, posted a link 
to a statement on Twitter 
late Wednesday saying 
he'd agreed to cancel the 
contract at the request of 
Kyrgios, the 21-year-old 
Australian who this week 
received an eight-week 
ban from the tennis tour 
for “tanking" a match in 
China. 

Krajicek said he look the 
decision so Kyrgios, an 
avid basketball fan, could 
attend the annual NBA Alt- 
Star weekend and play in 
a celebrity game an Feb. 
19, the same day as the fi¬ 


nal in Ralterdam. 

He said Kyrgios’ manager 
had made the approach 
to withdraw "several weeks 
ago" and tournament or¬ 
ganizers decided Tuesday 
to terminate the contract, 
"We wanted to hold him: to 


his contract,’ 1 said Krajicek, 
but ,* + "You see whal can 
happen when he is tired 
and has little meaning, as 
in China. 

“We want a top tennis 
player seen on the court. 
If every week he is focused 


on tennis, he might be 
mentally burned out after 
six months. He needs an 
outlet," 

The ATP, which runs the 
men’s tennis tour, suspend¬ 
ed Kyrgios on Monday and 
fined him an additional 
$25,000 for "conduct con¬ 
trary to the integrity of the 
game" following an inves¬ 
tigation into his behavior 
during a second-round loss 
to German qualifier Mischa 
Zverev last week at the 
Shanghai Masters, 

The No. 12-ranked Kyrgios 
gave little efforl during the 
6-3. 6-1 defeat, and had al¬ 
ready been fined $16,500 
for failing to give a full ef¬ 
fort, unsportsmanlike con¬ 
duct and verbal abuse of a 
spectator. 

He was banned until Jam 
15 — a day before the start 
of the Australian Open, but 
the suspension could be 
reduced to three weeks if 
Kyrgios agrees to enter “a 
plan of care under the di¬ 


rection of a sports psychol¬ 
ogist," 

Kyrgios issued a statement 
Monday offering another 
apology far his conduct in 
Shanghai, saying he will be 
back in 20f 7. 

It’s not the first lime that Kyr¬ 
gios has run into trouble with 
tennis authorities. Last year, 
he Insulted Stan Wawrinka 
with crude remarks during 
o malch in Montreal, He 
received $f 2,500 in fines, 
as well as a suspended 28- 
day ban and a potential 
Further $25,000 fine if he 
picked up any other major 
offenses over the following 
six months. His probation for 
Ihat ended in February. 
Kyrgios attracted criticism 
for his performances at 
Wfmbtedan and at the U.S. 
Open, far deciding not to 
play at the Olympics be¬ 
cause of a spat with an 
Australian team official 
and for firing back a! re¬ 
tired players who have of¬ 
fered adviceO

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Robot pilots may someday fly passenger and cargo planes

MANASSAS, Va. (AP) — 

Think of it as the airborne 
cousin to the seif-driving 
car: a robot in the cock¬ 
pit !o help human pilots 
fly passengers and cargo 
— and eventually even re¬ 
place them. 

The government and indus¬ 
try are collaborating an a 
program that seeks to re¬ 
place the second human 
pilot In two-person flight 
crews with a robot ca-pilot 
that never ires, gets bored, 
feels stressed oul or gets 
distracted. 

The program is funded by 
the Defense Advanced 
Research Projects Agency, 
the Pentagon's arm for 
development of emerg¬ 
ing technologies, ana run 
by Aurora Flight Sciences, 
a private contractor. With 
both the military and airlines 
struggling with shortages of 
I rained pilots, officials say 
they see an advantage to 
reducing the number of 
pilots required to fly large 
aircraft while at the same 
time increasing safety and 
efficiency by having a ro¬ 
bot pick up the mundane 
tasks of flying. 

The idea is to have the ro¬ 
bot free the human pilot, 
especially in emergencies 
and demanding situations, 
to think strategically. 

“It's really about a spec¬ 
trum of increasing autono¬ 
my and how humans and 
robots work together so 
that each can be doing 
the thing that it’s best at," 
said John Langford, Auro¬ 
ra's chairman and CEO. 
Langford even envisions 
a day when a single pilal 
an the ground will conlrol 
multiple airliners in the skies, 
and people will go about 
Iheir daily travels in self-fly- 
in g planes. At a demonstra¬ 
tion of fhe technology al 
a small airport in Manas¬ 
sas, Virginia, on Monday, 
a robot with spindly metal 
tubes and rods far arms 
and legs and a claw hand 
grasping the throttle was in 
the right seat of a single¬ 
engine Cessna Caravan. 
In the left seat, a human 
pile! tapped commands to 
his mute colleague on an 
electronic tablet. The robot 
did the flying. 


Sophisticated computers 
flying planes aren't new. fn 
today's airliners, the auto¬ 
pilot is on nearly the entire 
time the plane is in the air. 
Airline pilots do most of Iheir 
flying for brief minutes dur¬ 
ing takeoffs and landings, 
and even those critical 
phases of flight could be 
handled by the autopilot. 
This program, known as Air¬ 
crew Labor In-Cockpit Au¬ 
tomation System, or ALIAS, 
goes steps further. For ex¬ 
ample, an array of cam¬ 
eras allows the robot to see 
all the cockpit instruments 
ana read the gauges. It 
can recognize whether 
switches are in the an or off 
position, and can flip them 
to the desired position. And 
it learns not only from its ex¬ 
perience flying the plane, 
but also from the entire his¬ 
tory of flight in that type of 
plane. 

The ALIAS robot “can da 
everything a human can 
da" except look out the 
window, Langford said. 
Give the program time and 
maybe the robot can da 
that, too, he said. 

In other ways, the robot 
is better than the human 
pilot, reacting faster and 
instantaneously calling up 
every emergency checklist 
for a possible situation, offi¬ 
cials said. 


In same ways, it will be like 
flying with a “co-pilot ge¬ 
nius, 11 Langford said. “The 
robot carries in them the 
DNA of every flight hour in 
that (aircraft] system, every 
accident," he said. “It's like 
having a human pilot with 
600,000 hours of experi¬ 
ence," 

The robot is designed to 
be a “drop-in” technology, 
ready for use in any plane 
or helicopter, even l?5Gs 
vintage aircraft built before 
electronics. 

But the robot faces a lot of 
hurdles before it's ready to 
start replacing human pi¬ 
lots, not the least of which is 
that it would require a mas¬ 
sive rewrite of Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration saFety 
regulations. Even small 
changes la FAA regulations 
often take years. 

Elements of the ALIAS tech¬ 
nology could be adopted 
within the next five years, 
officials said, much the way 
automakers are gradu¬ 
ally adding automated 
safety features that are the 
building blacks of self-driv¬ 
ing technology, Dan Patt, 
DARPA’s ALIAS program 
manager, said replacing 
human pilots with robots is 
still a couple of decades 
away, but Langford said he 
believes the transition will 
happen sooner than that. 


Pilot unions are skeptical 
thal robots can replace 
humans. Keith Hagy, the Air 
Line Pilots Associalion's di¬ 
rector of engineering and 
safety, pointed to instances 
of multiple system failures 
during Flights where only 
the heroic efforts of impro¬ 
vising pilots saved fives, 
fn 2010, far example, an 
engine on a jumbo Qantes 
airliner with 46? people on 
board blew up, firing shrap¬ 
nel that damaged other 
critical aircraft systems and 
the plane's landing gear. 
The plane's overloaded 
flight management system 


responded with a cascad¬ 
ing series of emergency 
messages for which there 
was no time la respond. 
By chance, there were 
five experienced pilots on 
board — including three 
captains — who, working 
together, were able io land 
the plane. But it was a close 
call. 

"Those are the kind of ab¬ 
normal situations when you 
really need a pilot on board 
with that judgment and ex¬ 
perience and to make de¬ 
cisions," Hagy said. “A ro¬ 
bot just isn't going to have 
that kind of capability.'O

Oil and gas exploration 
companies ted U.5. stacks 
modestly higher Wednes¬ 
day, giving the market its 
second gain in two days.

T-Mobile fined $48M over its 
slowing ‘unlimited’ data plans

NEW YORK (AP) — T-Mobile, 
the country’s No. 3 wireless 
carrier, will pay $48 million 
far not clearly telling cus¬ 
tomers haw “unlimited" 
data plans weren’t really, 
welt, unlimited. The Federal 
Communications Commis¬ 
sion said Wednesday that 
T-Mobile had a policy to 
stow down the speeds of 
customers who were the 
heaviest data users. But the 
agency said the company 
didn't let customers know 
what the data-use thresh¬ 
old was for triggering the 
lower speed. The FCC said 
T-Mobile started doing a 
better job with disclosures 
in June 2015. 

The carrier now says in 
small print on its website 
that slower speeds may 
result for customers using 
more than 26 gigabytes a 
month if the network is con¬ 
gested. 

Asked for comment, T-mg- 
bile referred to CEO John 
Leg ere's tweet that it was a 


"good settlement with the 
FCC" and that the com¬ 
pany “believes more info is 
best for customers.' 1 
Spokeswoman Stacey 
DiNu 2 ZO said the changes 
that were made In June 
of last year were deemed 
sufficient and no more are 
necessary to comply with 
the settlement's conditions. 
FCC spokesman Will Wiqu- 
Es! declined to comment 
on where T-Mobile stands. 
This isn't the first time the 
agency has gone after the 
limits of unlimited plans. 
If fined AT&T $100 million 
lost year for misleading 
customers on the mechan¬ 
ics of its unlimited plans — 
the carrier had been slow¬ 
ing speeds significantly af¬ 
ter users hit a certain data 
threshold, even if there was 
no bottleneck, AT&T has 
contested the fine.

$1.27 billion, or $1.24 per 
share, in the same period 
a year earlier. Analysts had 
been expecting AmEx to 
earn 97 cents per share in 
the latest quarter, accord¬

New York-based American 
Express continues to deal 
with the aftereffects of las¬ 
ing its exclusive partner¬ 
ship with warehouse chain 
Costco, At the time the 
divorce was announced 
in January 2015, Costco

Starbucks plans to double stores in China in 5 years

Starbucks had a 74 percent 
market share in mainland 
China in 2015, according to 
market research company 
Euromonitor. 

The company's closest 
competitors are McDon¬ 
ald's Corp.'s McCafe and 
Whitbread PLCs Costa 
Coffee, both of which 
had market shares slightly 
above 9 percent, accord¬ 
ing to Euromonitor. 
Starbucks has been add¬ 


ing unique flavors to atlract 
Chinese customers, such 
as a Black Forest Latte, a 
mix of cherry juice, cocoa 
powder and coffee. 

And in September if be¬ 
gan selling its Tea van a tea 
brand at its China loca¬ 
tions. 

Chinese customers spend 
more time in Starbucks 
shops and are buying more 
food than Americans, 
Schultz told The Associ¬ 


ated Press. Late next year, 
Starbucks plans to open a 
30,000-square-Foot stare 
In Shanghai that Schultz 
called a "Disneyland for 
coffee." Named the Star- 
bucks Roastery and Re¬ 
serve Tasting Room, the 
store will be similar to one 
opened in Seattle nearly 
two years ago, where cus¬ 
tomers can watch coffee 
beans get roosted and sip

C. Grant, a Seattle-based 
attorney representing the 
three men. "The charges 
the state asserts amount 
to a brazen effort lo intimi¬ 
date or shut down on on¬ 
line publisher by using alt 
the criminal sanctions at 
the AG's disposal, despite 
thol she has no authority 
whatsoever to do so." 
Backpage advertises a 
wide range of services, but 
Harris charged that more 
than 90 percent of its rev¬ 
enue — amounting to mil¬ 
lions of dollars each month 

— comes from adult escort 
ads that use coded lan¬ 
guage and nearly nude 
photos to after sex far

BOSTON (AP) — The LLS. 
Army and Tufts Univer¬ 
sity are working together 
to learn more about how 
people think and respond 
under stress. 

Their new cognitive scienc¬ 
es center officially opened 
Tuesday in Medford, Mas¬ 
sachusetts. The research 
aims to help soldiers and ci¬ 
vilian first responders, such 
os firefighters. 

Scientists and engineers 
are figuring out how to 
measure, predict and en¬ 
hance people's cognitive 
capabilities, so they con 
better solve problems and 
remember information in 
high-stakes environments. 
The Center for Applied 
Brain and Cognitive Sci¬ 
ences was jointly founded 
by the Army's Nalick Soldier 
Research, Development 
and Engineering Center 
and Tufts,. It's part of the 
Tufls School of Engineering. 
The center features an im¬ 
mersive virtual reality lab 
where an individual's or a 
team's neurological, psy¬ 
chological and behavioral 
responses can be moni¬ 
tored. 

A team of soldiers can be 
placed in a large city envi¬ 
ronment and told to navi¬ 


improve their memory and 
teaming under stress. Holly 
Taylor, of Tufts, is looking 
at developing wearable 
devices that help people 
learn how they're oriented 
in the world, so they'll navi¬ 
gate belter' when they take 
the device off. 

Taylor, also a co-director of 
the center, said some peo¬ 
ple are over-reliant on GPS 
devices, which can fail or 
send them into a lake. 

Both Taylor and Mahoney 
said the center’s research 
could influence the design 
of equipment and tech¬ 
nologies for soldiers and first 
responders, 

Taylor sees broad appli¬ 
cations since the work 
could potentially be use¬ 
ful for anyone in a stressful 
situation.^

Records co-founder Phil 
Chess, who with brother 
Leonard helped launch 
Ihe careers of Chuck Ber¬ 
ry, Howlin' Wolf, Muddy 
Waters and others and 
a mossed a calalog of rock 
and electric “Chicago” 
blues that profoundly in¬ 
fluenced popular music in 
Ihe 1950s and beyond, has 
died, He was 95, 

Chess died overnight in 
Tucson, Arizona, accord¬ 
ing to his nephew, Craig 
Glfcken, who spoke to 
Ihe Chicago Sun-Times on 
Wednesday, Leonard, the 
older brother, died in 1969, 
Started in Chicago by 
Leonard and Phil in 1950, 
Chess Records was home 
to many of the major blues 
artists of the fallowing two 
decades and also look on 
such musical pioneers as 
Berry, Etta James and ike 
Turner, whose “Rocket 38" 
is considered one of the 
earliest rock songs. Chess' 
rise helped mark the migra¬ 
tion North of such South¬ 
ern-born blacks as Waters 
and Wolf and the transition 
of the blues from acoustic 
lo electric, with hard-hitting 
arrangements that the Roll¬ 
ing Stones, Eric Clapton 
and other white stars open¬ 
ly drew upon. 

One of today 1 s greatest 
bluesmen. Buddy Guy, 
credited the label with rais¬ 
ing Chicago's status fo the 
capital of blues. 

“Phil and Leonard Chess 
were cuffin' the type of mu¬ 
sic nobody else was pay¬ 
ing attention to ... and now 
you can take a walk down 
(Chicago's) State Slreef 
loday and see a portrait 
of Muddy that’s 10 stories 
tall,’ 1 Guy, who recorded 
at Chess, said Wednesday 
in an emailed statement. 
“The Chess brothers had a 
lot to do with that,,., I'll al¬ 
ways be grateful for that." 
Like other businessmen of 
blues and early rock, the 
brothers were Jewish kids

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, co-founder of blues label Chess Records, dies 


ing World War II, the broth¬ 
ers started out wilh a liquor 
store, then ran the Macom¬ 
bo Lounge nightclub and 
music venue, before get¬ 
ting into the music record¬ 
ing business. 

“Neither played an instru¬ 
ment , N eit her h ad even 
a bent for music," author 
Nadine Cohod as wrote of 
the Chess brothers in her 
2000 book “Spinning Blues 
into Gold: The Chess Broth¬ 
ers and the Legendary 
Chess Records," 11 But they 
were entrepreneurs, and 
through the indigenous 
sounds of America — blues 
and its progeny, Jazz, rock 
and roll, ond soul — they 
found their fortune." 

Chess Records' first release 
was a Gene Ammons' ver¬ 
sion oF "My Foolish Heart," 
Then came Waters' “Rollin' 
Stone" —■ a song so influen¬ 
tial it became the name of 
the English rock band and 
the groundbreaking rack 
magazine. 

Far the next 19 years, they 
recorded a staggering 
lineup of America's great¬ 
est blues, R&B and rock 
'n r roll musicians out of a 
two-story building at 2120 
S, Michigan Avenue, which 
still stands. 

They recorded everything 
from minimalist blues and 
harmony groups to Berry 
and fellow rocker Bo Did- 
dtey. Others who worked at 
Chess included Willie Dixon, 
Little Walter and a young 
session drummer named 
Maurice White, who later 
founded Earth, Wind & Fire. 
Leonard and Phil Chess 
also founded a handful 
of sister labels, including 
Checkers Records, Cadet 
Records ond Mar terry. 

The impact of Chess blues 
was especially strong in the 
United Kingdom, where 
American recordings were 
cherished and hard to 
find in the 1950s and early 
'60s, Chess albums helped 
inspire the London blues 
scene of the 1960s, the 
proving ground for such fu¬ 
ture rock superstars as the 
Stones, Clapton, Rod Slew- 
art and Mick Fleetwood. 
Chess even played in a rale 
in one of rock's most fateFul 
meetings, when Mick Jog¬ 
ger ran into Keith Richards 
at the Dart ford train stalion 


in 1961. As Richards liked 
to recall, he noticed thal 
Jagger was carrying al¬ 
bums by Berry and Waters 
and sensed he had found 
a musical soul mate. 

When the Stones caught 
on and firs! visited the U.S. 
in 1964, they made sure 
to stop by what Richards 
considered “hallowed 
ground,.’ 1 

Ihe band recorded one 
of its first major hits, "it’s 
All Over Now," at Chess 
Records and named an 
instrumental J111 2120 South 
Michigan Avenue" in the 
label's honor. 

Leonard died oF a heart 
attack in 1969, That same 
year, Chess Records was 
said and Phii moved to Ari¬ 
zona, where he worked in 
radio, in 2008, Shiloh Fer¬ 
nandez played Phil in the

Whether Lin-Manuel Mi¬ 
randa’s vision of Founding 
Fa!her Alexander Ha milk 
ton would become a con¬ 
cept album or a musical 
or something else had yet 
to be determined. Horwitz 
didn’t mind. He just want¬ 
ed to be Ihere beside Mi¬ 
randa. 

“My take was '1 don't care 
whal it ends up being. I just 
find it so compelling. Let 
me follow you as you con¬ 
tinue to develop it/" said 
Horwitz, “II was designed 
from the beginning to be 
a companion piece to 
'Hamilton/ whatever that 
became/ 

Horwitz ended up being, 
quite literally, in the room 
when it happened. His 
documentary “Hamilton's 
America " debuts Friday 
on PBS as part of its Great 
Performances series, offer¬ 
ing a behind-the-scenes 
look at the musical's cre¬ 
ation and putting it in his¬ 
torical context. 

The documentary maker, 
who befriended Miranda 


in college, didn't want to 
make o film aboui the mak¬ 
ing of the hip-hop-flavored 
musical. That had already 
been done with "Chasing 
Broadway Dreams," about 
Miranda's previous success 
with “In the Heights/ 1 
"I thought that this could be 
about history seen through 
Lin's eyes. Thai was the 
conceit of Ihe film from the 
beginning/’ said Horwitz. 
"It's a sort of audio-visual 


liner notes that exists for all 
time now about this amaz¬ 
ing, whirlwind experience 
he had." 

Miranda allowed Horwitz 
extraordinary access, in¬ 
cluding a sequence in 
which he was captured 
composing the song "My 
Shot 11 while visiting Aaron 
Burr's home.

Where else are you go¬ 
ing to get a film that stars 
Questlove and Hank Paul¬ 
son?" asked Horwitz.

Horwitz is the perfect man 
for the job.

How does it feel? Nobel judges can’t reach Dylan

STOCKHOLM (AP) — Five 
days after Bob Dylan was 
named the winner of the 
Nobel Prize in literature, 
no one knows how he 
feels about the prestigious 
award — not even Ihe No¬ 
bel judges. 

The Swedish Academy, 
which bestows the annual 
honor, says it hasn't been 
able to reach Dylan since 
the award was announced 
last Thursday. 

“We haven't established 
direct contact with Bob 
Dylan yet, but I have spo¬ 
ken to one of his closest as¬ 
sociates, 11 the academy's 
permanent secretary, Sara 
Danius, told The Associated 
Press in an email on Tues¬ 
day. 

The academy hopes he 
will accept the invitation 


to collect his award at the 
annual Nobel ceremony in 
Stockholm on Dec. 10. 

"It would be delightful if 
Dylan wanted to come to 
Stockholm In December, 
but if he doesn’t want to, 
he doesn't want to," Da¬ 
nius said. 

She noted that literature 
laureales have skipped 
the ceremony before. Elf- 
riede Jelinefc slayed home 
in 2004, citing a social pho¬ 
bia. Harold Pinter and Al¬ 
ice Munro missed the cer¬ 
emony in 2005 and 2013, 
respectively, due to health 
reasons. 

Only two people have 
declined a Nobel Prize in 
literature. Boris Pasternak 
did so under pressure from 
Soviet authorities in 1958 
and Jean-Paul Sartre, who 
declined all official honors, 
turned it down in 1964, 


Dylan, who is currently on 
tour in the U.S., hasn’t men¬ 
tioned the Nobel Prize dur¬ 
ing his concerts since the 
announcement. 

As of Tuesday, his official 
webpage made no men¬ 
tion of the prize except in 
the “books” section, where 
a post dated Oct. 17 about 
his lyrics collection “The Lyr¬ 
ics: 1961-2012" noted in all 
caps that he was a Nobel 
Prize winner. 

Dylan has accepted nu¬ 
merous awards over the 
years, including the Presi¬ 
dential Medal of Freedom, 
for which he attended a 
White House ceremony in 
2012, But he also has a his¬ 
tory of taking his time ac¬ 
knowledging Ihem, In 2013, 
he became Ihe first rock 
star voted into the eli!e 
American Academy of Arts 
and Letters, which made 


him an honorary member. 
According to executive 
director Virginia Dajani, 
the academy informed 
Dylan of the decision — 


through his manager, Jeff 
Rosen — in January of that 
year. Only in May 2013 did 
Dylan respond, through his

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Beef, cheese, poblano and beer _ an addictive burger emerges

The ancestor of this recipe 
was a beloved burger an 
the menu of a bar where I 
was a cook back in my col¬ 
lege days. 

Working on a fiat top grill 
(the same surface used 
in diners to cook hash 
brawns), we'd top the 
burger with a special mix 
of veggies, top the veggies 
with a slice of American 
cheese, douse the whole 
concoction with beer, then 
cover it with a dome Eld 
and steam the burger until 
the cheese melted. 

It was addictive — and I 
don't even like beer. 

This recipe repurposes that 
burger with fresher ingredi¬ 
ents and sharp Cheddar. I 
call for ground chuck be¬ 
cause it's not too lean. The 
higher percentage of fat 
makes the burger juicier 
and more flavorful. When¬ 
ever you add fat to a rec¬ 
ipe, it's just going to taste 
better. The poblanos are 
roasted for three reasons: 
to soften the chill’s texture, 
to make it easier to remove 
the tough peel, and to de¬ 


velop a slight char taste. I 
recommend roasting them 
under the broiler, but if 
you have gas burners, you 
can place them right on 
tap of a burner and char 
them over a law flame. If 
you want to skip this step to 
save time, you can swap in 
canned chilles instead. 
These burgers need to be 
cooked an a burner on top 
of the stove — not on a grill. 
That’s so the juices that ac¬ 
cumulate in the bottom of 
the skillet can be deg lazed 
with beer and turned into 
a "sauce" (more like drip¬ 
pings) to pour onto the 
burger at the end. If you're 
a beer lover, choose a. ro¬ 
bust brand, which will amp 
up the burger's flavor. 

I can’t pretend that this is a 
low-cal dish, but I do Ihinfc 
it's a justifiable [and deli¬ 
cious) end-of-summer in¬ 
dulgence.

Preheat the broiler. Lightly 
oil the chili on all sides and 
set it on a shelf about 4 inch¬ 
es from the heat source. Us¬ 
ing tongs, turn the poblano 
often, until the skin is black¬ 
ened an all sides, about 10 
to 15 minutes. 

Transfer the chili to a bowl 
caver tightly with plastic 
wrap, and set it aside until 
it is cool enough to handle. 
When the chili is cool, peel 
and seed it and cut if into 
thin strips: pul it back in the 
bowl. 

In a large skillet cook the 


onion in l tablespoon oF 
the oil, over medium heat, 
stirring occasionally, until 
the onion is golden brown, 
about B to 10 minutes. Add 
the cooked anion to the 
bowl with the chili and add 
salt and pepper to taste. 
Wipe out the skillet and set 
if aside. In a small bowl stir 
together the mayonnaise, 
garEEc and chipotle. 
in the skillet, heat the re¬ 
maining oil aver medium 
high heat. Season the burg¬ 
ers an both sides with salt 
and pepper and add them 
to the skillet. Reduce the 
heat to medium and cook 
them for 2 minutes a side. 
Transfer the burgers to a 
plate and pour off all bul 2 
tablespoons of the fat from 
the pan. Return the burgers 
to the pan and top each 
burger with one-sixth of the 
chili mixture, followed by a 
slice of cheese. 

Pour the beer into the pan 
on top of the burgers and 
cover the pan with a lid. 
Reduce the heat to a sim¬ 
mer and let the burgers 
steam for 2 minutes or until 
the cheese is melted and 
the burgers are cooked 


to the desired degree of 
doneness (you can nick 
and peek inside one). 

While the burgers are 
cooking, spread chipo- 
tle mayonnaise onto the 
bottom and tap of each 
bun. Transfer the cooked 
cheeseburgers to the bot¬ 
tom half of the buns. Turn 
up the heat in the skillet 
and boil the liquid until it 
thickened. Spoon some of 
the reduced cooking liquid 
over each burger. Top with 
the remaining bun half.
